' from the group consisting of skin protectant protease inhibitors, chelating agents, P H 

control agents, anti-microbial agents, anti-biotics, vitamins and mixtures thereof. 

4 (Original) The release composition of Claim 3 wherein the skin care active further 
comprises ingredients selected from the group consisting of hexamidine and its salts 
and derivatives, such as hexamidine diisethionate, triacetin, phytic acid, 
ethylenediamaine tetxaacetic acid, phenylsulfonyl fluorides, vitamins, and mixtures 

thereof. 

5. (Original) The release composition of Claim 1 wherein the release agent is 
substantially hydrophilic and oleophilic. 

6. (Original) The release composition of Claim 1 wherein the release agent has a HLB

7 (Original) The release composition of Claim 6 wherein the nonionic surfactant is
